Legion Repeats 
Pension Boost 
Request 

OTTAWA, Ont. - The Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Legion today asked that 
pension rates be boosted $1480.— 
This is the increase, it maintains, 
that is required to bring rates for 
the single 100 per cent pensioner 
into line with the salaries of cer¬ 
tain basic civil service categories. 

The Legion brief reiterated the 
stand that although the pensioner 
and civil servant (cleaning ser¬ 
viceman) each received $900 an¬ 
nually in 1920, the civil servant’s 
income has outstripped the pen¬ 
sioner’s. 

The Legion believes that if the 
philosophy of relating pensions to 
wages was accepted in 1920, it 
should be no less valid today. 

President Fred O’Brecht laud¬ 
ed the government for establish¬ 
ing a committee to study the ad¬ 
ministration of the Pension Act. 
He reminded the Prime Minister 
that it should be obvious from past 
presentations that the Legion is 
not satisfied with the Pension 
Commission’s approach on many 
individual daims, nor with the 
manner in which the Commission 
interpreted legislation. 

The brief expressed satisfaction 
;hat eonsutlauons between DVA 
and Legion officials are being ear¬ 
ned on in the matter of the trans¬ 
fer cf DVA hospitals to civilian au¬ 
thorities. It is against wholesale 
P ansfer and feels each proposed 
hand-over should be judged on an 
individual basis. 

Finally, the Legion hoped gov¬ 
ernment plans Observing the 50th 
anniversary off Vimy, in 1967, 
would be worthy of the battle 
where Canada became a nation.

Manpower Mobility 
Program Takes Effect 
Dec. 28,1965 

Employment opportunities for 
Canadian workers will be greatly 
increased with the coming into ef¬ 
fect December 28th of the new 
Manpower Mobility Program, the 
Hon. Allan J. MacEachen, Minis¬ 
ter of Labor, announced today. 

The program will be implement¬ 
ed in Sudbury, Ont., somewhat ear¬ 
lier because of the need to pro¬ 
vide assistance to a number of 
unemployed who have recently 
moved into the area. 

This program, which provides 
financial assistance for unemploy¬ 
ed workers who wish to move to 
other areas where employment is 
available, is a major step forward 
in removing existing inequalities in 
job opportunities, said the Minis¬ 
ter. 

As a major part of the govern¬ 
ment’s total manpower program, 
the Manpower Mobility Program 
is designed to help maintain full 
employment and ensure that Can¬ 
ada’s available manpower 'resour¬ 
ces are used to the fullest effect¬ 
iveness. 

Other government programs 
working toward these same ob¬ 
jectives include the development 
and extension of vocational train¬ 
ing, including the active program 
for upgrading the education and 
skills of the unemployed, vocation¬ 
al rehabilitation, incentives for 
area development and the annual 
drive to create more winter em¬ 
ployment. 

“Now all Canadians, wherever 
they may live, will be better able 
to fulfill their individual working 
potential,” Mr. McEachen stated. 
“This program should also be of 
assistance in reducing those lo¬ 
calized labor shortages which can 
be a serious bottleneck to our 
economic growth.” 

Under the Manpower Mobility 
Program, loans or grants max be 
made to workers and their fam¬ 
ilies for the cost of moving and 
resettling when it is clear that such 
a move is in both their own and 
the public interest. 

A worker will be eligible for a 
loan or grant under the program 
when:- (1) there is little or no 
chance of his securing a suitable 
job in his home area or in an area 
closer to his home than the area 
to which he is moving; 

12) there is suitable employment 
j,i the new area for which he will 
be hired and a shortage of quali¬ 
fied workers for such employment, 
and (3) there is a good chance of 
the new job resulting in his per¬ 
manent re-establishment in the 


new location. 

The program will move workers 
no further than is necessary to 
secure suitable employment. The 
movement of workers and their 
families under the program will be 
co-ordinated with federal and pro¬ 
vincial industrial development pro¬ 
grams. 

Workers in each of the follow¬ 
ing categories will be eligible for 
grants— 

11 )—those who have been unem¬ 
ployed for at least four of the 
six months preceding their 
date of application. 

(2) —those who have completed a 

previncially approved train¬ 
ing course or a program of 
vocational rehabilitation and 
re-establishment within three 
months of their date of ap¬ 
plication. 

(3) —former automobile or auto 

parts workers eligible for 
Transitional Assistance Bene¬ 
fit in respect of their layoff, 
whether or not they are in 
receipt of such benefits. 

(*)—key skilled workers who are 
needed by employers who 
have received development 
gi ants under the Area Devel¬ 
opment Incentive Act. (A ‘key 
skilled worker’ is defined as 
one whose employment will 
result in creating job open¬ 
ings for additional workers or 
will prevent the layoff of 
workers). 

For a worker with dependents, 
who is moving to employment, a 
loan or grant will pay for the act¬ 
ual cost of transportation for him¬ 
self and his dependents, including 
meals and overnight accommoda¬ 
tion. The actual cost of moving 
household and personal effects will 
be paid, as well as the cost of 
moving a mobile home if the work¬ 
er owns one. Not covered is the 
cost of moving automobiles by 
other forms of transports, trail¬ 
ers, boats, livestock or pets. 

Workers with dependents will 
also receive resettlement allow¬ 
ance on the basis of $200 each 
for the worker and his wife and 
$100 for each dependent, up to a 
maximum of $1,000. 

For workers without depend¬ 
ents, loans and grants will not 
cover the cost of moving house¬ 
hold and personal effects. There is 
a resettlement allowance of not 
more than $100 for workers in this 
category who qualify for loans. 
Those receiving grants will not 
receive a resettlement allowance, 
but may apply for a loan to cover 
resettlement costs. 

Under normal circumstances a 
loan will be repaid in not more 
than 20 monthly instalments, com¬ 
mencing four months after the loan

if made. These provisions are nec¬ 
essarily flexible to avoid creating 
hardship. Interest on loans will be 
at the rate of five and three-quart¬ 
ers per cent per annum. 

If a worker who has obtained a 
loan or grant has to take a medi¬ 
cal examination as a condition of 
his new employment, an addition¬ 
al grant may be made to cover the 
cost of the examination. 

There is a retroactive provision 
for workers who moved, on their 
own initiative, to assume employ¬ 
ment before this pregram came 
into effect. They will be eligible 
for a loan or grant if it is found 
that, at the time they were unem¬ 
ployed, they met the provisions 
of the program, and if they make 
application within three months 
of the date of their arrival at the 
place to which they moved. This 
also applies to those who move on 
their own initiative after the pro¬ 
gram takes effect. 

The Manpower Mobility Program 
will be administered by the Na¬ 


tional Employment Service and ap¬ 
plications for loans and grants 
should be made to the local NES 
offices.
